Local real-estate agents — and 
Statistics — say the Martins are 
not alone. While some suburbs 
around the state are 
reporting lagging 
home sales, Andover 
homes continue to 
turn over. House 
sales in some com- 
munities, including 
Dracut, Chelmsford, 
North Andover and 
Westford, have 
cooled by 16 to 37 
percent when the number of 
houses sold between April and 
June 2004 is compared to the 
houses sold in same quarter of 
2005, according to the Northeast 
Association of Realtors (NEAR). 

But the Martins’ Andover 
home joins several homes that 
have sold recently for their ask- 
ing price or higher. A single- 
family colonial style home at 11 
Seten Circle fetched $20,000

other communities 
saw decreases in home sales of 
as much as 37 percent. There 
was a 37 percent decrease in 
Dracut, 31 percent in Chelms- 
ford, 22 percent in Westford and 
16 percent in North Andover. 

“If you overprice, it won’t 
move,” said local realtor Bill 
Buck of Stonewall 
Realty, who sold the 
house on Shipman 
Road. “You have to 
remember they only 
count what moves. 
; But Andover contin- 
ues to be a pretty sta- 
ble market.” 

“It’s a normal 
market,” agreed Tom 
Carroll of ReMax Partners, “not 
as heady as years past. And, yes, 
it’s steady.” 

He said there’s a lot of inven- 
tory in town, but if a house is 
well-priced, it will move. 

Selling prices were taken 
from the MLS Property Informa- 
tion Network, which reports that 
housing inventory is up 40 per- 
cent this year over last year

Second effort 85 votes short

With their hopes shattered again, 


Andover seniors solemnly filed out of 


Special Town Meeting Tuesday night after 
losing their latest bid for a new center by 85 
votes. 

The 28,340 square-foot, $7.6 million 
construction project was rejected for the 
second time this year by residents, who 
previously threw out the proposal during 
Annual Town Meeting i in May. The article 
received a majority of the votes, 633-444, 
but failed to garner the two-thirds majority 
needed to send the issue to a townwide ref- 
erendum. The effort needed 718 votes. 

“We're two 78-year-olds, who have 
spent all our lives here in Andover.” said a 
disappointed Lucy Bowen, who stood arm- 
and-arm with her husband, Richard. “But 
they don’t want us.” 

Richard Bowen, a former Andover 
selectman and town manager, said he did 
not blame town officials - who over- 
whelmingly stood against building the new 
center — for the lost vote. 

“It’s shameful,” Richard Bowen said. 
“But if it’s a fact that there are 5,500 
seniors living in this town, and only (633) 
people came here tonight to vote for a new 
center. The turnout speaks volumes. The 
seniors voted with their feet. They didn’t 
come.” 

Opponents still held fast to their opin- 
ions that a new senior center would cost 
taxpayers too much in tight fiscal times. 
Some projected operating expenses for 
fuel, electricity and maintenance totaling 
upwards of $150,000 annually, placing an 

“enormous strain” on the town budget.

Joanne Marden said her board’s stance

Selectman Brian Major has advocated 
for a joint community center since just 
before Town Meeting in April, and he 
said he plans to push for more communi- 
ty-center discussion following the defeat 
of the senior-center effort. 

Andover Youth Foundation President 
Dr. Larry Larsen said youth-center leaders 
are open to further discussions, but hopes 
talks happen sooner rather than later. “If it 
goes into an endless hiatus and planning 
phase, it'll be the next generation before 
anything comes to pass,” he said. 

Major said his best-case scenario 
would be to present a community-center 
proposal to voters prior to Town Meeting 
next spring.

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AvalonBay affordable housing battle continues 


Debate now in state’s highest court, as developer appeals residents’ victory

The state’s highest court will 
now rule on whether upset 
River Road residents have 
standing to stop a large develop- 
ment proposed for their neigh- 
borhood. 

Avalon at St. Clare Inc., the 
company proposing a 115-unit 
40B development at 460 River 
Road, appealed a case on Sept. 
14 to the State Judicial Court 
asking for further review of a 
lower court’s decision that sup- 
ported local residents fighting 
the development. (The neigh- 
bors filed an opposition to this 
Avalon filing on Sept. 26.) 

The SJC will now decide 
whether to hear Avalon’s 
appeal. 

Neighbors fighting the pro- 
posed development won their 
appeal in Appeals Court on 
Aug. 26, when Judge Gordon 
Doerfer wrote a decision on 
behalf of a three-judge panel 
stating that residents have stand- 
ing in their case against Avalon. 
This decision would have sent 


the case back to Superior Court 
had Avalon not filed for appel- 
late review. 

The Andover Zoning Board 
issued a comprehensive permit 
to Avalon at St. Clare on May 
22, 2002 for the apartment 
building on River Road. Avalon 
plans to tear down the existing 
four-story brick monastery for- 
merly occupied by the Sisters of 
St. Clare. It will build a single, 
60-foot high, four-story apart- 
ment building, a parking lot for 
220 vehicles, a clubhouse, a 
management and leasing office 
and an enclosed recycling cen- 
ter. Twenty-nine units will be 
designated as low- or moderate- 
income housing. 

The Andover Zoning Board 
initially turned down Avalon’s 
request for a comprehensive 
permit. Avalon appealed that 
decision to the state’s Housing 
Appeals Committee because the 
town was below the state guide- 
line of having 10-percent 
affordable housing stock. The 
town then negotiated with Aval- 


on, reduced the number of 
buildings and units in the devel- 
opment and the project was ulti- 
mately approved. 

Since then, neighbors filed a 
civil suit against Avalon. One of 
the neighbors is Eileen Stander- 
wick, who has lived in the 
neighborhood of the proposed 
project for nearly 25 years. She 
and others argue that the rea- 
sons that the town denied the 
original building permit are still 
valid concerns and were never 
resolved before the town ulti- 
mately issued the building per- 
mit “It’s just not the right spot 
for a high density development. 
It puts everyone at more risk, 
including everyone (who) might 
live there,” said Standerwick. 
She cited traffic and sewer as 
major issues, as well as the dis- 
tance from emergency services. 

Neighbors also claim that the 
proposed development will 
cause area property values to 
fall. Steve Colyer, the town’s 
planning director, said he was 
interested in the argument of the 


property devaluation. “Every 
national report I’ve read (on that 
subject) shows that not to be 
true,” he said. 

The SJC decides whether to 
hear a case within 60 days, said 
Kevin O'Flaherty, the Goulston 
& Storrs attorney representing 
Avalon. The court could make 
one of three possible decisions, 
he said. It could decide to hear 
the appeals case. Or it could 
decline to review the case, 
which would send Avalon and 
the neighbors back to Superior 
Court. Or it could choose to 
hear part of the case. “Basically, 
the appeals court made a couple 
of mistakes in their decision,” 
said O’ Flaherty. “We're willing 
to continue to proceed to vindi- 
cate our rights.” 

Standerwick says the neigh- 
bors who oppose the develop- 
ment are prepared to see the 
court process through. “We still 
remain convinced it’s the wrong 
spot for a high density develop- 
ment,” she said. “We're not pre- 
pared to give up anytime soon.” 


Power outages: Tucker puts Mass Electric ‘on notice’

State Sen. Sue Tucker (D-

outages in Andover. 

She wrote a letter to Massa- 
chusetts Electric on Sept. 23, 11 
days after selectmen met with 
the utility to discuss the power 
problems. 

The frequent power outages 
downtown and in the Shaw- 
sheen area are “unacceptable,” 
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At The Isle at Emerald Court, seniors who 
need a little help with everyday activities 
will find just the support they need, when 
they need it - in a warm, welcoming setting 
that offers a wide range of services and 


The Isle at Emerald Court’s residents will 
enjoy spacious, private apartments, lovely 
common areas and an on-site health center ... 
all for one simple monthly fee. 
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Tucker wrote. Local families 
and businesses have told her the 
outages caused serious disrup- 
tion, she said. 

“IT put Mass Electric on 
notice that I’m going to be mon- 
itoring this,” Tucker said. 

Andover has had 95 power 
outages over the past 12 
months. Each outage has lasted 
at least two hours and affected 
multiple customers. Tewksbury 
has had 78 outages during the 


same period, Methuen, 76, 
North Andover, 68. 

Mass Electric will fix the 
problem, representatives told 
the Board of Selectmen on Sept. 
12. It has redesigned circuit 
flow at its Ballardvale substa- 
tion. The company believes 
trees are also contributing to the 
problem and will bring a tree- 
cutting program to Andover.

Affordable housing 
trust bylaw on books 


Voters approved an article to establish an affordable housing 
trust bylaw with little fanfare at Tuesday's Special Town Meet- 


ing. 


It was the follow-up step to voters’ approval of an affordable 
housing trust at last spring’s Annual Town Meeting. 

Andover joined the North Shore HOME Consortium in early 
2005 and is now eligible to receive federal affordable housing 
funds distributed by the Peabody-based organization. 

Joining the consortium means that for the first time, town cof- 
fers will have money specifically earmarked for affordable hous- 
ing. To keep monies separate from the town’s general operating 
account, voters approved an affordable housing trust at last 


spring’s Town Meeting. 


The new bylaw details the trust’s authority, including the num- 
ber of trustees (five to seven), length of term (two years in most 
cases), meeting dates (quarterly) and general powers of the 


trustees. 


The town already received its first grant of $50,000 from the 


agenda related to the senior cen- 
ter. Chairman Donald Robb of 
the Senior Center Task Force 
withdrew Articles 2-5 after Arti- 
cle | failed. 

“It’s a sad day in Andover’s 


town history. Seniors have been 
treated as second-class citizens. 
The need is there and it’s not 
going to go away,” said Robert 
Schreiber, a senior center sup- 
porter, after the vote.

A ‘special’ debate on meeting floor

New Orleans students left homeless by Hurricane Katrina adjust to new schools in Andover

Freshman year is a crash 
course on “firsts.” 

First time in high school. 
First tryouts for a sport. First 
dates. First time driving. First 
introduction into the adult 
world. 

For Teddy Mace, 15, fresh- 
man year also marks his first 
time attending a school outside 
his state, Louisiana. A single 
storm, Katrina, changed his life 
overnight. 

“At first it was really strange, 
kind of like a weird dream,” 
said Mace. “It’s hard to imag- 
ine that on Friday (Aug. 27) I 
was telling my friends I'd see 
them on Monday. Then this 
storm hits, and all of a sudden 
you know you won't be seeing 
any of your friends for at least 
six months. It can feel like your 
life is taken away from you.” 

Hurricane Katrina forced an 
unprecedented displacement of 
people from the Gulf Coast 
region. Among the evacuees 
are thousands of students. As 
schools across the country 
begin anew academic year, dis- 
tricts continue enrolling these 
students. Andover is no excep- 
tion. 

Andover High School has 
taken in two students from New 
Orleans, and a third teen was 
transferred from AHS to 
Greater Lawrence Technical 
School last week. Bancroft Ele- 
mentary School has one stu- 
dent, and Andover’s Phillips 
Academy has taken in 19. 

Whether it’s donating 
clothes, books and supplies, or 
providing simple but needed 
comforts like friendly smiles 
and a return to routine, Andover 
schools have been embracing 
Katrina’s displaced students 
with wide-open arms of sup- 
port. 

“| like it here a lot,” said 
Mace, who had visited his aunt 
and uncle in Andover earlier 
this summer. The teen, along 
with his mother and their two 
dogs, Cookie and Lucky, are 
now living with his relatives in 
town. 

“The weather is wonderful, 
the people are awesome and the 
sports are fun,” added Mace.

“But it’s not the same as being 
home.” 

A lifelong resident of New 
Orleans, Mace had begun his 
first week of high school on 
Aug. 23. His school, Isadore 
Newman, is a private high 
school housing about 300 stu- 
dents, compared to Andover 
High’s enrollment of 1,800. 

When Mace and his family 
first heard reports of Katrina 
brewing over ocean waters 
somewhere off the coast, they 
didn’t pay much attention to 
early warnings. 

“No one thought it was 
going to be that bad,” Mace 
said. “Why would we? We just 
avoided the last five hurricanes 
before Katrina.” 

But the day before Katrina 
hit, Mace remembers awaken- 
ing at 4:30 a.m., to his mother 
crying and frantically gathering 
up belongings. The mayor had 
declared a state of emergency. 
All residents were ordered to 
evacuate immediately. 

After piling up their Toyota 
Highlander SUV with clothes 
and supplies, Mace, his mother, 
their dogs, and an uncle and 


friend who were visiting from 
England, drove to Beauford, 
Texas where they checked into 
a hotel. They spent the night 
watching Katrina’s fury ham- 
mer their hometown on TV. 

“It was scary,” Mace said. 
“The news channels had live 
coverage and at first you could 
see heavy rain and wind blow- 
ing things around. Then the 
wind picked up and you were 
seeing cars and buildings get- 
ting thrown around. The Super- 
dome, which was supposed to 
be a safe haven, was being 
blown apart. It’s almost unbe- 
lievable to see it, to think a 
whole city would be under 
water.” 

Mace said his mother’s 
home, situated in a higher area 
of New Orleans, was not sub- 
merged by flood waters. His 
father was not so lucky. 

Mace said his father, who 
chose not to evacuate, went to a 
neighbor’s house where there 
was a generator. When rushing 
waters rose up to the attic, the 
homeowners had to cut a hole 
through the roof with an axe, 
and wait to be air-lifted from 


the flooded house. 

Mace said his father swam 
through the polluted water with 
his dog, and was later picked up 
by the Coast Guard. 

Since entering Andover, 
Mace said having a laptop has 
been a “lifesaver,” allowing him 
and his mother to check on their 
friends. Mace learned that 
many of his classmates and 
friends were able to safely 
evacuate the city. 

Other students in Andover 
are still waiting to hear word 
from friends and loved ones 
back home. 

“T still don’t know where any 
of my friends are,” said Marcus 
Pierre, 18. This week is the 
senior’s first as a student at 
Greater Lawrence Technical 
School. 

As a senior, Pierre has differ- 
ent transitional dilemmas than 
Mace. After spending the last 
three years of adjusting to high 
school with the same group of 
peers, he will not be able to 
attend senior prom with them or 
join them in graduation. 

“At first it’s really shocking,” 
Pierre said. “It’s hard to believe 


this could happen, having to 
pick up and go to another state, 
another school in a new envi- 
ronment. I never thought I'd be 
in Massachusetts. At first I was 
mad, but you just have to deal 
with it.” 

Pierre’s family also thought 
Katrina’s force would be no 
more than that of other tropical 
storms they were accustomed 
to. His mother, Stephanie 
Pierre, went to work that day 
despite hundreds of residents 
packing up to flee the city. 

As the skies grew dark and 
Katrina’s gale force gained 
momentum — with winds racing 
from 80 to 175 miles per hour 
— Pierre, his mother, his aunt 
and some cousins sought shel- 
ter at his grandmother's house. 
After the levees failed, Pierre 
said the home filled up with 
three inches of flood water. 

Pierre remembers, after the 
strongest winds had passed, try- 
ing to walk home with his fam- 
ily, trudging through a jungle of 
fallen trees and wires in the 
dark. Bridges 
and homes in 
other parts of 
the city were 
under water. 

“There was 
water every- 
where, but 
none to drink,” 
Pierre said. 

That night, 
the Pierres 
tried to sleep, 
feeling dehy- 
drated, in 100- 
degree heat. 

Since arriv- 
ing in 
Andover, 
Pierre, his 
mother and his cousin, Roger, 
have been residing at the Stay- 
bridge Suites, where Pierre's 
mother is now working. Roger, 
a freshman, is attending classes 
at Andover High. 

While Pierre expresses a 
desire to eventually return 
home and “see how things 
look,” for now he’s enjoying his 
experience at GLTS, where he’s 
studying culinary arts. 

A first-time technical school 
student, the high-school senior

needed state approval before 
the school could agree to accept 
him so late into a vocation. 

“We wanted him but before 
we could legally enroll him, we 
needed to get permission from 
the DOE (Department of Edu- 
cation),” said Superintendent 
Frank Vacirca. 

Overcrowded schools like 
Andover High, and schools 
with enrollment regulations like 
GLTS, were able to make 
adjustments and wave certain 
barriers under federal laws that 
entitle children who are home- 
less to receive a public educa- 
tion. 

The GLTS community has 
also come forward with dona- 
tions to help the Pierre family 
make a home in a new town. 

Mace hopes to return to New 
Orleans in January, when his 
high school plans to reopen. His 
mother was among the steady 
stream of evacuees returning to 
the city this week, after. Hurri- 
cane Rita ripped through 
already damaged levees over 
the weekend. 
Mace said she 
was trying to 
salvage more 


items and 
assess the 
damages. 


Their home 
escaped the 
floodwaters, 
but suffered a 
damaged roof 
after a tree 
crashed into it 
during the first 
hurricane. 
Mace said his 
mother will 
have the home 
repaired. 

But for now, Mace will fin- 
ish the first half of his freshman 
year at Andover High, where he 
has joined the soccer team. 

Pierre, whose goal is to 
someday become a chef, said 
he’ ll be finishing his senior year 
in Andover. 

“It’s real different here, but I 
like it,” said Pierre, admitting 
that he’s only seen snow once 
before. “If there is a better 
place, I'd like to stay where it’s 
better.” 


Paying for high school clubs unites kids and parents against idea

No matter what club they belong 
to, Andover High School students 
might be forced to learn about finances. 

The school Parent Advisory Coun- 
cil is trying to raise $29,000 to save the 
programs after the School Committee 
said last week there is no money for 
them in the $51 million school budget. 
Principal Peter Anderson is deter- 
mined to raise the money, but stu- 
dents and parents said it shouldn't 


have come to this. 


“For the amount we pay in taxes, 


at least from what I pay in taxes, I think 
the budget should cover some of that,” 
said Chris Batterman, whose daughter 
is a junior at the high school. “I don’t 
know where the money’s going.” 

The school usually offers more than

ith Halloween about a month away, 
many readers like to get into the 
creepy, gothic mood of the holiday 
by reading books that capture the 
traditions of the macabre night.

a 10 YEARS AGO, a group of teenagers was 
left in tears at Town Meeting because their effort 
at a youth center failed by a handful of votes. Seniors 
twice this year have felt similar pain following 
unsuccessful efforts for a new senior center. 

Clearly, Andover Town Meeting participants will 
make it difficult to approve multi-million-dollar 
service centers — unless they deal with perceived 
“basics” such as safety, water and education. As a 
result, it appears that ongoing and future efforts at 
social-service centers must focus at least as much on 
building support in advance, as on the building plan 
itself. 

Groups might build support for their efforts by lis- 
tening to the reasonable concerns of others early in 
the process and creating altered plans that more peo- 
ple will support. Supporters of future projects seeking 
debt-exclusion overrides of Proposition 24 would be 
wise to do more to ease Finance Committee concerns 
about operating expenses. The Finance Committee 
still holds sway at Town Meeting. 

Since their defeat in the mid-1990s, youth-center 
supporters have built a strong network of programs, 
which has increased support for a youth center. This 
has allowed the Andover Youth Foundation to pri- 
vately raise more than $3 million for a new youth 
center. This effort has made a lot of sense, and been 
good for the youth and for the youth-center effort. 
Through new or different programs, the existing 
elder services department might also reach new sup- 
porters. 

This week is another tough week for center sup- 
porters. But if different ideological groups in town 
come together and listen to one another, new centers 
can be supported, even at an Andover Town Meeting.

The average homeowner in 
Andover saw a $299 increase in 
his tax bill last fiscal year, the 
cost jumping from $5,710 to 
$6,009. Andover’s residents pay 
the 30th most-expensive prop- 
erty tax bills in the state, accord- 
ing to a report on 338 Massa- 
chusetts communities issued by 
the state Department of Revenue 
on Sept. 20. 

At the same time, the average 
assessed home value rose by 
more than $24,000, from 
$497,785 to $522,042. Housing 
sales remain hot (see related 
story, page 1). 

Andover’s residential tax 
bills were lower than those in 
some towns to which Andover 
likes to compare itself.

Score one for painting 


After brain surgery, 


By Greta Cuyler 

Linda Feinberg nearly died from a brain 
aneurysm nine years ago. Although the 
near-tragedy forced her to give up her 
career in social work, she has found new 
success as a painter. Today, the Andover 
resident is best known for renderings of 
antique sheet-music covers onto canvas. 

Twenty-five of her paintings are on dis- 
play at the Essex Art Center in Lawrence 
from Sept. 16 to Oct. 21. 

Sheet music covers are a lost art, says 
Feinberg. “I think people who made these 
are very talented and should be honored,” 
she says. She collects the antique covers 
and divides them into themes — Dixieland, 
couples dancing, soldiers going off to war. 
Her paintings group several related covers 
into one work. 

Feinberg’s foray into art began after 
brain surgery left her with a difficult physi- 
cal recovery and short-term memory loss. 
She left her career as a licensed clinical 
social worker, but still wanted an activity to 
occupy her time. One day she brought up 
an old table from her basement. “I'll paint 
designs on it, that will amuse me.” she 
remembers thinking to herself. 

Since then, Feinberg’s “amusing” hobby 
has resulted in more than 100 pieces of 
painted furniture, 100 painted mirrors and 
50 paintings. In addition to the antique 
sheet music paintings, she decorates furni- 
ture by copying famous paintings, includ- 
ing works by Renoir, onto table tops. She 
also draws Barbie, a multitude of Disney 
characters and characters from childrens’ 
stories such as The Wizard of Oz. The first 
time she painted furniture, she depicted 
Cinderella and the Good Fairy. 


woman turned to art, 


Every bit of wall space in her house is 
covered with art, be it her own paintings 
or those done by her husband, Alec Fein- 
berg. An engineer by trade and a golfer 
by passion, Alec Feinberg encouraged his 
wife to transition from furniture to can- 
vas. “He said, ‘Linda, I can handle the 
competition,’” laughs Feinberg. 

“Her work is very unique. I’ve never 
seen anything done like this,” says Leslie 
Costello, executive director of the Essex 
Art Center. “I’ve also never seen anything 
done so well.”

Before she fell ill, Feinberg had deco- 
rated her living room wal! with more than 
138 antique sheet-music covers to avoid 
having to repaint a chipped wall. So 
when she decided to paint on canvas, she 


and music sheets 


took down eight of the covers, traced the 
outlines onto a canvas and then copied 
the drawings. The covers were about 100 
years old and the original colors had 
faded, so Feinberg took artistic license 
and brightened up the colors. She contin- 
ued to collect sheet music from collectors 


and today she believes she has one of the 
largest independent collections in the 
country. 


Feinberg is able to laugh about her 
brush with death. When someone in the 
family forgets something, her favorite 
Joke is, “Who in this family had the brain 
surgery? I can’t remember.” 

She boasts about her two daughters, 
Marissa, 25, and Jenny, 16. Marissa is a 
magazine editor in New York and Jenny 
is a junior at Phillips Exeter and runs var- 
sity track. Feinberg says she and Alec 
have been happily married for over 25 
years. 

Despite her upbeat attitude, she knows 
how close she came to losing it all. When 
she was diagnosed with the aneurysm, 
her doctor gave her a 10 percent chance 
of dying. Peter Jennings told her story on 
national television, she says. 

Feinberg loves her painting, but says 
she is still trying to find her purpose in 
life. “You decorate people’s world, but 
that’s not really social service,” she says 
So she tries to be more philanthropic, 
supporting the Red Cross, Lawrence 
Family Services and the Essex Art Muse- 
um. She also keeps busy by writing. 

The goal of her art is not to sell the 
paintings, she says. “I really want them to 
be in a museum to honor sheet music 
artists,” she says.

Freedom of Religion 

The first right granted in the First 
Amendment is freedom of religion 

There are two elements to free- 
dom of religion. First, the federal 
government cannot establish a reli- 
gion, That means the country cannot 
have an official religion. Second, the 
government cannot interfere with the 
religious beliefs of its citizens. Citi- 
zens can choose whatever religion 
they wish. They can choose not to

Tackle pain before it tackles you 


Local residents suffering from chronic pain are invited 
to a 10-week pain management course. The class is open to 
residents in their teens or older and runs for 10 weeks, 
beginning Oct. 6. The cost is $40. 

Course leader Gerry Rainville, a registered nurse, has 
lived with chronic pain since 1992, when she began suffer- 
ing from continuous migraines at age 46. The course, 
“Managing Pain Before it Manages You” is based on the 
techniques developed by the Mind/Body Institute and the 
Arnold Pain Center at Beth Israel Deaconess Medical Cen- 
ter. 

Chronic pain is long-term and affects physical, emo- 
tional and behavioral changes. There are many causes of 
chronic pain, says Rainville, but the pain experience is the 
same. “This is about teaching people to manage pain cor- 
rectly,” she says. Rainville hopes the information she 
imparts will help others deal with their chronic pain. The 
goal is to decrease pain symptoms while increasing quality 
of life, she says. 

Today, Rainville has learned to manage her chronic pain, 
and the intensity of her pain has decreased significantly.

At Andover High School, more than 100 pairs of eyes 
stare blankly into space inside the principal’s office. 

The small figures never cause a disturbance, except for 
occasionally collapsing in rows like dominoes, and they 
never leave.

Internet work helps internationally

At first glance, a cleft lip on a baby’s 
small face can shock. 

Leafing through a magazine, 14-year-old 
Carly Rauh had her attention grabbed by pic- 
tures of such infants, who had gaping holes 
between their mouths and noses. The images 
wouldn't let go. 

When Carly read that the common birth 
defect was 100-percent correctable, another 
image came to mind. It was her 4-year-old 
adopted sister, Lily. 

Lily wasn’t born with a cleft lip. But she 
was born in China, where there are millions 
of orphans. In the overpopulated country, 
where law allows only one child per house- 
hold, many Chinese orphans will never be 
adopted. For babies born with birth defects 
such as cleft lips, the odds are bleak. 

Carly is hoping to change their future. 

The Pike School eighth-grader has raised 
$2,500 over the past two summers by auc- 
tioning items — from clothes to electronics — 
on eBay. All of the proceeds the young mar- 
keteer has raised will benefit cleft lip correc- 
tive surgeries for Chinese orphans. 

“After I saw an article about (cleft lip), I 
couldn’t stop thinking about it,’ Carly said. 
“It’s something that doesn’t have to be per- 
manent. If there is a way for kids who can’t 
afford the surgeries to actually get them, it 
might help them to get adopted.” 

Many babies are abandoned in China 
because of physical problems, even common 
congenital defects such as cleft lip or cleft 
palate, according to Lillian Zhang, director of 
China Adoption With Love Inc., (CAWLI) an 
agency in Brookline that places Chinese 
orphans into US homes. 

“There is no way to know for sure just 
how many children are in China’s many 
orphanages,” said Zhang. “But there are 
many children who are older with physical 
conditions and birth defects.” 

One in every 600 to 700 newborns is 
affected by cleft lip and/or cleft palate, 
according to statistics from the American 
Academy of Otolaryngology. 

Every developing fetus starts out with a 
cleft palate. Cleft means “split” or “separa- 
tion.” During early pregnancy, separate areas 
of the face develop individually and then join 
together. The lip usually closes by five to six 
weeks after conception, and the palate by 10 
weeks. 

If some parts do not join properly the 
result is a cleft. Clefts can range from a slight 
notch in the colored portion of the lip, to 
complete separation in one or both sides of 
the lip, extending up and into the nose. A 
cleft lip separation may also include a sepa-

ration of the bones of the upper jaw and/or 
upper gum, dividing the gum into separate 
parts. 

Since clefts occur so early in pregnancy, 
medical experts report difficulty in identify- 
ing exact causes. Although the birth defect is 
common, modern surgical procedures are 
now advanced enough to make even the most 
severe cases of cleft lip and cleft palate virtu- 
ally unnoticable. 

Surgeries can cost around $500, said 
Zhang, and can require more than one proce- 
dure. The money Carly raised by selling 
goods online could help up to five orphans 
lead more normal lives. 

“Carly has opened so many hearts in 
China,” Zhang said. “To do something this 
good, especially for someone so young, it is 
hard to find words to express how thankful 
we are. Her kindness touches many. She is 
saving lives.” 

This summer alone, Carly earned $1,300 
from closing deals on eBay’s online market- 
place. Close to 40 items were sold and a min- 
imum of 30 percent from each sale went 
toward Carly’s cause. Often, she said, satis- 
fied customers would allow her to keep a larg- 
er share of the earnings. 

“I'd see my dad selling things online for 
my mom, and it just seemed like a good idea,” 
Carly said. “I thought other people would 
want to do the same, but might not know

how.” 

Helping neighbors, family and friends who 
were a bit less computer-savvy, Carly posted 
goods bearing designer name tags including 
Lily Pulitzer, Abercrombie, Gap and Gucci. 
Some of the offers for secondhand articles 
actually surprised the young auctioneer. A 10- 
year-old Gucci bag, which Carly described as 
a “Jackie O” look-a-like, raked in $250 

“We encouraged her to pursue the idea 
because it was a nice opportunity to raise 
funds without taking cash out of people's 
pockets,” said Tom Rauh, Carly’s dad. “In 
fact, it put money back into people’s pockets 
and helped them to clean out their closets at 
the same time.” 

Carly’s donation, specifically directed for 
cleft palate repairs, might soon benefit a child 
or children in the same Chinese province her 
sister, Lily, was living in. Zhang hopes to 
eventually connect Carly with the children she 
helps. 

In the meantime, Carly plans to continue 
working the virtual auction block to help buy 
more children some hope. 

“It’s a big deal, knowing I could do some- 
thing to help make someone’s life better,” 
Carly said. “It shows how much one person 
really can make a difference.”

Sitting in the conference room of his 
staffing company in west Andover, 
Footbridge Companies president Rich 
O’Donnell hears a familiar bell sound 
and can’t help but laugh a bit. 

“It means we made a deal,” he says 
of the noise, which is similar to the 
sound one hears at a boxing match in 
between rounds. 

O'Donnell is certainly punching up 
some big numbers at his 5-year-old firm. 

Footbridge could be called the Kelly 
Girl of the technology age. It places 
engineers and ITT-types in various 
high-tech companies in 21 states. 

The national magazine /nc. will rec- 
ognize Footbridge as one of the fastest- 
growing small companies in the country 
when its new issue hits newsstands next

month, said O’Donnell. Five-hundred 
companies are selected each year by the 
magazine and photographers have 
already visited the company’s office, 
located at 1 Technology Drive. 

“They don’t say where you are on 
the list and frankly, I don’t care if we're 
number 499. We made it, and that’s 
good for our employees,” said O’ Don- 
nell. 

Inc. recognized Footbridge’s triple- 
digit growth between 2002 and 2004. It 
grew 407 percent during those years 
and 130 percent during 2003-04. Sales 
figures increased even more quickly, 
from $2.6 million in 2002 to $15.5 mil- 
lion in 2004.

Boston-area business watchers 
already know about the Footbridge 
numbers as Boston Business Journal 
named the company one of the fastest- 
growing small companies in Massachu- 
setts in February 2005. The company 
placed third on the BBJ list. 

“Kelly Girl was staffing and that’s 
what we do. But, we are specifically for 
engineers and ITT workers and Kelly 
was Clerical,” O’ Donnell said. “We'll 
place someone for the duration of a pro- 
ject. That’s how it works.” 

He has 25 employees and said they 
typically place workers in high-tech 
companies in the Routes 128 and 495 
areas, 


“We were like everyone after Sep- 
tember 11,” he said when asked to 
reflect on the company’s growth, mean- 
ing business slowed and profits were 
non-existent after the terrorist attacks. 

But the numbers have boomed for 
the past three years and Footbridge, like 
many high-tech companies, is enjoying 
the comeback and the growth that has 
followed. 

The company has always been in

Its growth prompted a move, but 
O'Donnell said he knew his company 
would stay in Andover.

base and I like that,” he said.

Convenience. Moms gotta have 
it when it comes to feeding their 
families — and the two women 
behind Dish say they can deliver it. 

Dish is a new cooking business 
on Andover Street designed to 
answer the cry of those calling for 
healthy, no-hassle, ready-to-cook 
dinners. 

“The new concept in dining is 
convenient, prepared meals,” said 
resident Amy Aycock, co-owner of 
the just-opened Dish. “It’s all about 
convenience for us moms — and 
we're all about that.” 

Certainly, the two can speak 
from experience about what moth- 


| ers need. Aycock, a mother of three 


girls herself, is expecting her 
fourth child and first son in 
December. She’s teamed with a 


| self-described “foodie” Lea Save- 
| ly, her friend and neighbor. Savely 


also has three daughters. 

These two women met at a 
neighborhood book club and 
learned they both love to cook and 
wanted to go into the food busi- 
ness. 

For bedtime reading Savely 
says she pulls something from her 
large pile of cooking magazines or 
her impressive library of cook- 
books. While some moms prefer 
light reading at night, she likes to 
start thinking about the next day 
menus for her business. 

Cooking is apparently in both 
her and Aycock’s genes, as their 
mothers love to cook as well. They 
grew up in homes where some- 
thing delicious was always sim- 
mering on the stove and Sunday 
dinner was a must-attend event 
because the food was so good, they 
said.

That’s what Dish is all about. 
Last-minute convenience dinners. 
And they are not fast food. 

Dish cooks do all the tedious 
busy work, such as menu planning, 
cutting vegetables and making sure 
all ingredients are on hand. Here’s 
how Dish works: 

* It handles menu planning and 
food preparation. 

* It makes healthy meals without 
preservatives. 

* Each meal costs $27 and is 
made in a 13x9 pan to serve four to 
six people. 

* Smaller portions are available. 

* Customers cook the meal or 
freeze it. 

* Customers place an order in 
the morning through the company 

feb site (www.dinnerbydish.com) 
or by telephoning. 

* Customers pick up the order 
later in the day. 

“You can put our meals on a 
fancy platter and take all the credit. 
That's fine with us. It definitely will 


impress your mother-in-law,” gig- 
gled Aycock while sitting in her 
warm, open, Tuscan-themed store- 
front. There is a small, granite- 
counter bar with stools where visi- 
tors can watch the cooks work. 

Customers can pick up more 
than just dinner, as selectmen 
approved a wine-only permit on 
Sept. 12. Dish carries a small selec- 
tion of wine, which can come in 
handy on parents’ rare kid-free 
nights. 

“Market research shows us that 
people want healthy food, yet one- 
third of weekly family meals are 
(eaten) on-the-go,” Savely said. 
“Convenience for us moms really 
matters.” 

“When you arrive, your order is 
ready for you. At home, either cook 
it or freeze it. Customers are in and 
out in five minutes. And there’s 
plenty of parking here,” Aycock 
said. 

Mediterranean-style stuffed pep- 
pers with ground beef, orzo and 
feta cheese are on the Dish menu. 
So is country fried chicken dipped 


in a secret buttermilk recipe, along 
with a bourbon-chicken dish. The 
women swear by their baked maca- 
roni and cheese, saying all kids 
love it. The menu changes every 
month and is available on the com- 
pany Web site. 

Dish offers a 12-meal special for 
$265. 

“There’s no secret to this con- 
cept. That’s a good price that works 
out to $3.68 per person and it’s a 
healthy and delicious meal,” said 
Aycock, who formerly worked in 
computer sales. 

Dish is not a catering business, 
so its owners do not deliver meals. 
All meals are kept refrigerated until 
they are picked up, and packages 
with raw meat are clearly marked. 

Dish had an open house last 
Thursday where guests checked out 
the decor and grabbed copies of the 
October menu. 

“Moms come in between drop- 
ping off their kids at all their activ- 
ities. That’s why we're here and we 
know this is going to work,” 
Aycock said.

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Firing up fall memories 


When I was 
growing up in 
Andover, Friday 
afternoons were a 
special time for me, 


air that activates the 
mind and body. My 
memories of Friday 
afternoons go back 
many years and are 
as clear as today’s 
autumn sky. 

My father worked odd and long hours, 
but he always had Friday afternoons off. 
That was his time to putter around the yard 
and be with his family. In the autumn, we 
spent a good amount of time raking leaves. 
It was a big yard and took several after- 
noons to do. As we raked, we talked — 
often about sports, particularly football. 

Dad would speak of famous players 
like Red Grange of Georgia Tech, Albie 
Booth of Yale, and Eddie Mahan of Har- 
vard. He'd tell stories about local people 
who played for Punchard (the high school 
in Andover), Johnson (North Andover), 
Tenney (Methuen) and old Lawrence 
teams. In detail, I'd hear about games dat- 
ing as far back as 1909. 

Names of people I knew, such as Leo 
Daly, Everett Collins and my Uncle Bill 
Dalton, often would pop up. In my mind’s 
eye, I would see their derring-do exploits 
on local athletic fields. With very little 
prodding Dad would reminisce about the 
two undefeated teams he quarterbacked at 
Punchard, and these, of course, were my 
favorite stories. 

Not all of what he talked about 
involved athletic ventures, but it did all 


contain common threads of sportsman- 
ship, courage, morality, chivalry, and sim- 
ple, easy-to-understand virtues. My father, 
born in the last month of the last century, 
was a Victorian man who was never 


especially in the fall. ashamed of praising what was right and 
There is some- damning what was not. The talking 
thing about dry,cool slowed when he finished piling leaves 


along the side of the road. Then came the 
reward for the raking. 

Usually, we’d make one pile larger than 
the rest so that kids could jump into it and 
wrestle around. Sometimes we'd be com- 
pletely buried and breathe in so much leaf 
dust that we’d begin to sneeze. But as 
much fun as that was, the best was yet to 
come — the fire. 

On some Friday afternoons, when the 
neighbors also were burning their leaves, 
the whole sky was filled with smoke, and 
it was wonderful. Grey-white clouds 
would roll and billow upward, carrying 
bits of ash and pieces of burning leaves. 
The smoky scent would fill our heads and 
permeate our clothes. There was no better 
smell. 

While the fire was really going, we 
would stand as close to the flames as we 
could, and although our backs might be 
chilly, our fronts would be toasty warm. 
As the fire died, we'd stare into the red 
glow, and our thoughts would drift like the 
smoke. 

Before the fire was gone, upside-down 
rakes would be slipped into the bottom of 
the pile, and we'd throw the smoldering 
leaves into the air where th=y’d burst into 
flames for a last time. turn to ash and float 
away on the wind. 

As my time has floated away, I realize 
how important those days were to me.
